That may be so, but, in our opinion, the dis- 
alvantage of misleading the public at home far 
outweighs the disadvantage of giving informa- 
tion to the enemy on this point. It is vain for 
Sir Edward Carson, who, himself, has always 
heen very frank—too frank for captious critics— 
about the submarine menace, or for other mem- 
bers of the Government to tell the public that 
the situation is increasingly serious, when re- 
assuring figures are issued week by week, and 
accompanied by complacent comments. It 
would be far better, as Mr. Runciman said, to 
tcll the whole truth, and let the country. realise 
vhat is before us. Everything in this country 
depends on the intelligent comprehension by 
the public of the real situation.

BRITISH OFFICIAL. 
GENERAL HEADQUARTERS, FRANCE, 
Werpnespay, 11.51 a.m. 

In the area of Havrincourt Wood we captured 
the hamlet of Bilhem during the mght. 

Fighting took place early this morning along 
our front between the Cojeul and the Searpe 
rivers. 

Further progress has been made by our 
treops, and ihe ground gained has been secured. 

The number of prisoners taken by us since the 
morning of the 25rd inst. is 5,029, including So 
oflicers. 

9.5 P.M. 

Our line has been advanced slightly during 
the day south of the Scarpe River. Two Ger- 
man field guns were captured by us yesterday 
in the course of the fighting in this neighbour- 
hood. Many thousand of German dead are 
lying on the battlefield, which we now occupy. 

Hostile raiding parties were repulsed early 
this morning south-west of Lens and south-east 
of Ypres. 

Fine weather enabled our aeroplanes to carry 
out many raids again yesterday, and bombs 
were dropped with good effect upon the enemy's 
railways, junctions, aerodromes, billets, and am- 
munition dumps. ; 

In one raid a large bomb struck- the engine 
of a moving train, blowing the engine off the 
line and wrecking the train. Hostile troops 
and transport were also successfully engaged 
with machine gun fire. 

There was again a great amount of air fight- 
ing, in the course of which seven German 
machines were brought down and eight others 
were driven down out of control. Two German 
observation balloons were also destroyed. Six 
of our machines are missing. 


FRENCH OFFICIAL. 


Wednesday.—Between the Somme and the 
Oise the night was relatively calm. The com- 
mencement of the bombardment of our trenches 
near La Fére was stopped dead by the replies of 
our artillory. 

In the region of the Aisne we made some pro- 
gress to the south-east of Cerny-en-Laonnors, 
and took some prisoners.

The number of enemy destroyers, at first 
thought to be five, has now been ascer- 
tained from German prisoners as six. The 
British destroyer leaders, Swift and 
Broke, on the night patrol in the Channel 
on the 20th April, were proceeding on a 
westerly course when, at 12.40 a.m., the 


| Swift sighted an enemy flotilla on the port 


bow proceeding in the opposite direction at 
high speed. 

The night, though calm, was intensely 
dark, and when first sighted the enemy 
were within six hundred yards’ range. 
| Simultaneously the fire gongs on board the 
German destroyers were heard to ripple 
down the line, and in a blaze of flashes 
they opened fire. 


SWIFT ATTEMPT TO RAM ENEMY 
DESTROYER. 

The Swift instantly replied, and the 
commanding officer, Commander Ambrose 
M. Peck, decided without hesitation to ram 
the leading enemy destroyer, At his order 
the wheel was wrenched round, and the 
Swift, with every occupant of her bridge 
temporarily blinded by flashes,. drove 
straight for the enemy. 

Now it must be realised that the opera- 
tion of ramming one of a line of de- 
stroyers dashing through pitch darkness at 
between twenty and thirty knots is an ex- 
ceedingly delicate one. An initial miscal- 
culation of a few degrees of helm, a few 
revolutions of the propellers, more or less 
spell failure. Failure may, and probably 
does, mean being rammed by the next boat 
in the enemy line. The Siwft missed, but 
shot-through the line unscatched. _ She

In the meanwhile the Swift had con- 
tinued her pursuit of the leading boat until 
the injuries she had received in the earlier 
phases of the action, though in themselves 
slight, prevented her from maintaining 
full speed. She thereupon abandoned the 
chase and turned in search of a fresh 
quarry. 

The outline Of a stationary destroyer was 
‘presently sighted in the darkness ahead, 
and as she drew near a confused noise of 
voices resolved itself into more distinct 
iand evidently organised sounds as from a 
large number of men shouting together in 
time. Warily, and somewhat-perplexed by 
| the uproar, the Swift approached with her 
iguns trained on the stranger. This pre 
sently resolved itself into the sinking of 
the German destroyer that had been 
rammed by the Broke, whose crew were 
‘bellowing in unison: “ We surrender, we 
surrender.” 
| With a not unreasonable suspicion of 
‘treachery, the Swift awaited developments. 
| Apparently realising their breath would be 

wanted for more eénergetic measures, the 
icrew of the German destroyer presently 
| stopped shouting. She heeled over, while 
her ships company hastily took to the 
water, and sank stern first. 

BATTLE LASTED FIVE MINUTES.

EXTRAORDINARY GERMAN

MANY OF OUR DESTROYERS 
ALLEGED TO BE SUNK. 


Another official statement was issued in Berlin 
yesterday regarding the raid in the Channel.

The sinking of an enemy leading destroyer, 
which was mentioned in our official report on 
the 2let was clearly observed by the crews of 
the whole of our torpedo boat flotilla. The 
enemy vessel was hit amidships by a torpedo 

‘from one of our torpedo boats, and sank stern 

foremost within a few minutes after a big ox- 
| plosion. 
| Five minutes later another big explosion 
occurred in another British destroyer, probably 
owing to a torpedo hit by one of our torpedo 
boats which had not returned. This was also 
clearly observed by the crews of several tor- 
pedo boats, and to judge from the severity of 
the explosion it is highly probable this vessel 
also sank, 

Another British destroyer which” passed 
astern of our torpedo boats was badly holed 
in the port bow by one of our guns. Her 
bridge was shot to pieces and wreckage hung 
over the side, She was also afire astern. 

Anuther leading vessel, which broke through 
about twenty metres behind one of our veasc}s, 
received two gun: hits forward, just behind the 
bridge. 

Another British destroyer was hit underneath 
the bridge. 

It is unnecessary to enter into discussion re- 
garúing the British assertion as to the insig- 
nifleance of the loss of life. It will be sufficient 
to mention the British material losses and the 
German hits on British vessels, and the reports 
in the foreign Proas, according to which in the 
Market Hall of Dover a great number of British 
dead have been placed ide our, dead.

THE CALLING UP OF DOCTORS. 

Mr. PRINGLE asked the Prime Minieter 
whether notices had been served on all doctors 
of military age to report themselves for ser- 
vice at 9 a.m. on 26th April; whether the 
doctors so called were to be required imme- 
diately to accept commissions, and to be ready 
to join for service at 48 hours notice, on or 
after 6th May; whether, in the ease of doctors 
who refuse to apply for commissions the re- 
crfiitine officer was instructed immediately so 
enlist them as privates in the R.A.M.C.; 
whether, in view of these circumstgnucees, 
adequate ateps were being taken, and, if 89, 
what steps for securing that the essential needs 
of the civil community were met, in order that 
the serious breakdown which must otherwise 
soon take place in the medical service in many 
localities might be averted. i 

Mr. BONAR LAW replied that the calling up 
of these doctors was necessitgted by the at-. 
tacks on hospital ships; but the danger of the 
civil population in. particular areas being left 
without doctors was fully realised, and although 
all te doctors of military age had been called 
up, they would only be taken after gonsultation, 
which was now taking place; with the Local 
Government Board and the National Health 
Commissioners. 

Sir W. ESSEX asked if the right hon. gentle- 
man would consider the question of replacmg 
these doctors by others liberated from employ- 
ment; possibly by the closing of hospitals. 

Mr. LAW said that the National Health .Com- 
missioners and the Local Government Board 
were fully alive to that, and they realised that 
the problem could only be satisfactorily met, if 
men of an older age undertook part of the 
duties which' had hitherte- been performed by 
those of military age. The whole subject was 
being thoroughly gone into from the point of 
view of making the best use of the machinery 


available. (Hear, hear.) 


CORN PRODUCTION BILL. 

The debate on the motion for the second read- 
ing of the Corn Production Bill, and on Mr. 
Lough’s motion for the rejection of the measure 
was resumed, 

Mr. DILLON said it was plain that those 
who drafted the bill looked at this complex and 
difficult subject entirely from the point of view 
of the wealthy capitalists, and of those British 
farmers who were engaged in growing corn on 


| tional policies or to enter into & formal alliance 


In its present form, the effect 
of the bill would be to give large financial ad 
vantage to farmers who were at present com- 
fortably situated, and were engaged in a very 
prosperous employment. The bill was intro- 
duced, manifestly, not only as a war measure, 


Í but as one which looked to the conditions ex- 


isting after the war. It was designed, at least, 
to lay the foundations for the reconstruction of 
agriculture and rural life in England. We had 
been told that this was to be the last war, yet 
we were how te reorgenise our whole 
system from the point of view of making our- 
selves safe from what the Morning Post ho 
described as ' the loss of Britain's control of 
the sea.” He had himself been brought up 
among a peasant population, and he had all his 
life firmly believed that the soundest, safest, 
and most secure foundation for a State, in any 
part of the world, was to be found in a peasant 
population. But they had swept away their 
peasants from England. The spirit of a peasant 
population, such ae the unconquerable spirit 
of France, which had enabled that country te 
perform the miracles she had done, was dead 
in England, and it would take many a long 
day to revive it, if it ever could be revived. 
They must be careful in considering this bill, 
which was an attempt to lay. the foundation on 
which the future land system of the country 
was to be built up, that they were not being 
invited to bolster up and reconstitute the very 
system which had ruined the countryside. In 
Ireland they had emancipated to a large extent 
the labourer from the farmer, because the tied 
Ireland was almost unknown. The 
Irish labourer, as compared with his Prelish 
brother was an independent man, who coukl not 
be put out of his home, although his wages 
were low, 

POSITION OF THE SMALL FARMER. 

His chief difficulty about this bill was that 
it was altogether in the interests of the 
wealthy man, who had experience and great 
resources, who, by. holding up his corn for 
better markets, might not only get the méiné- 
mum price, but ten shillings in addition; 
whereas the amall farmer who ploughed up his 
grass land could only get the minunum price. 
The bill, as drafted, would give the largest 
amount of the bonus to the man who leaat 
wanted it. That was a fault which would 
have to be remedied. 

IRELAND AND THE BONUS CLAUSE. 

In Ireland they had roughly 550,000 farmers, 
and about 400,000 of these held under thirty 
acres. How, in the name of common sense, 
were they going to provide the bonus for these 
men? Me beheved that the man who drafted 
that clause had not the faintest idea of the 
Irish question. He defied anyone to explain 
how thie bonus clause was to apply to Ireland. 
These small farmers could not watch the 
markets. They brought their corn into the 
towns and sold it to the dealers, and they kept 
no record. He held that the gole object of the 
bill ought not be to induce the farmer to 
throw his corn on the market. The best use to 
which an Irish farmer could put hie produce 
was not to throw it on the markets, but to use 
it for the purpose of household consumption, 
and also to feed ‘his animals. But they were 
utting a premium on the Irish farmers throw- 
ing their produce on the market. He did not | 
believe that Ireland would ever be made, by 
any artificial system, a great wheat-growing 
country, She could not compete with Canada - 
and Australia. The Irish people had largely 
taken to using their corn for feeding them- 
selves and their cattle. The proposed bounty 
which would be paid on sales would not, there- 
fore, affect them. It was important, there- 
fore, that the habits of the people should be 
eontidered in starting a bill of this character.

An outbyrst in several Radical 
and Home Rule papers this week against any 
scheme which involves partition, even for a 
time, pérhaps accounts for a delay which many 
people regard as likely to be indefinite.

BUDGET FORECAST.

Chancellor of the Exchequer has been 
compelled to spend in the House of Commons, 
he may have to et Ey his speech until the 
later day. There will be three main features, 
says the Lobby correspondent of the London 
Dady Express >— 

Large increase in the excess profits tax. 

Absence of novelties, or punitive or reforma- 
tive taxation. 


Great yield. 

Little increase in the income tax is expected. 
There is a strong feeling among M.P.s that 
something might well be done to ease the bur- 
den on those with incomes from £200 to 
a year, many of whom have been doubly hit 
by the war. One type of income tax will be 
screwed up—the excess profits tax. Both the 
tobacco and rubber trades are apprehensive. 
Amusement taxes will cemain, anc there is 
much expectation of imereases owing to the 
large yield last year. The netting of hundreds 
of millions will be the governing principle.

LORD DEVONPORT’S STATEMENT. 


Lord DEVONPORT said that the appeal for 
economy had been made. and would continue 
to be made, throngh every available public 
channel. More than 1,600 newspapers, as well 
as other journals, had generously lent their 
aid, and Mr. Kennedy Jones, M.P., who 
achieved a great success and reputation in con- 
nection with the War Loan issue, was taking 
charge of the food economy campaign. The 
War Savings Committees were co-operating, and 
the Churches of all denominations, as well as 
the local authorities, were assisiing also. The 
Koard of Education had undertaken to arrange 
for propaganda work in the schools.. Energetic 
efforts were being made by the Ministry of 
Munitions and other Government departments 
to check all waste in connection with canteens 
at munition works and elsewhere, and the Army 
authorities were doing everything in their power 
to economise in food, short of reducing the 
rations of the fighting men—which would be a 
wicked thing to do. (Hear, hear.) 


A SUPREME AND DECISIVE FACTOR. 

lt could not be too often repeated that 
economy of food was destined to be one of the 
supreme and decisive factors in this war. Up 
to the present the consumption of meat had 
shown a considerable reduction, and the ten- 
dency was still towards further diminution. 
The bread consumption had been much reduced 
by adberence to the voluntary ration, and 
the reduction would have been much greater 
but for the failure of the potato supply, 
and the prolonged spell of severe weath or. in 
spite of-the food shortage all the world over, if 
our shippi resources could be assured, he 
had no hesitation in saying that our supplies 
would be maintained. But our shipping was 
a wasting security. He was not despondent. He 
believed that the situation could, and would, be 
faced. But the only way of facing it was by 
diminishing consumption. 

THE REAL SITUATION. 

We must eat fess bread. Uniess we 
diminish consumption we should not get 
through te the next harvest without severe 
privation. ! . 

With reduced consumption we should be 
saved. 

if we went on eating, and there were no 
diminution of consumption, we should ex- 
perience a difficult time before the next 
harvest. . 

He did not wish to create a panicky feel- 
ing, but .that was the “real situation. 

He suggested that people who could afford 
a wide variety of fe should eliminate bread 
entirely from lunch and dinner, and so 
serve bread for people who must depend -upon 
it. To ask the agricultural labourer to subsist 
on 4ib. of bread a week would be a mockery. 
But to be safe, the average must be brought 
down to 4ib. per head, and every individual 
should try to reduce his consumption below that 
amount.

engaged in agriculture from being taken into 
the Army.

Commander WEDGWOOD deplored the party 
warfare between the two front benches. - He 
regretted the necessity of having to fight this 
measure; but there was no other course open 
to him, because the bill was designed to in- 
crease the value of agricultural land, and swell 
the profits of well-to-do farmers. Why should 
farmers have to be bribed to do their duty? 
There was not one line in any part of the bill 
with which he agreed. It was State interfer- 
ence run mad, and it would not help the coun- 
try to win the war, 


MR. LESLIE SCOTT. 


Mr. LESLIE SCOTT said he held a very 
strong opinion that the bill was essential for 
the production of food during the war. He 
regretted that Mr. Runciman had at- 
tacked the measure on the old party lines. 
The essence of this proposal was to protect the 
farmer from ruin, and not to give him a bonus. 
To talk of it as Protection, in the old sense of 
the word, was nonsense. When that word was 
used as Mr. Runciman used it the previous day 
ij was worse than nonsense; it was malignant. 
It did. not seem to him a straightforward 
method of conducting controversy in that House, 
when they were coneerned with war questions. 
Ne barely regarded it as honest. This attitude

Mr. RUNCIMAN, interposing, said that Mr.

The late Government had in- 
creased the margin of storage of wheat. befote 
Lord Selborne joined the Government, to a level 
not previously reached. 

Mr. LESLIE SCOTT said that his statements 
were not intended to be personal. He went on 
fo say that he was not-dealing with wheat 
which was on the other side of the world, but 
wheat in this country. Every step should he taken 
fo increase the growth of wheat in this coun- 
try. If the war went on they must assume. 
for the purpose of taking precautions, that the 
Germans, knowing the submarire war to he 
their last card, so to speak, would go on build- 
ing submarines, and we had got to feed onr 
pomnlation from our own soil. That was the 
military view, and it was unanrverahle. If 
the present scheme went, increased production 
1918 went with it. 


MR. KILBRIDE, 


Mr. KILBRIDE said that the Irish Nation- 
alist representatives would support the second 
reading of the bill, because they welcomed the 
principles it laid down. But they should not 
support it im its further stages in its present 
shape. He could not understand how the Chief 
Secretary allowed his name to appear on the 
back of the bill in its present form. Ii must 
be obvious to everyone that, to make the bill 
at all a success in Ireland, a wholly differeni 
measure was necessary.

They accepted 
the bill, with their knowledge of the agricultural 
situation; and, with the appreciation of their 
constituents, supported the bill as a matter of 
necessity, and with all possibilities of good in it, 
suggesting amendments in it for the benefit of 
Ireland.

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SIR ARTHUR LAWLEY’S 
DEALING WITH THE WOUNDED 


AT SANNATYAT. 
Mr. Chamberlain haa received the following 
letter from Sir Arthur Lawley, Chief Commis- 
sioner in Mesopotamia of the British Red Cross 
Society and Order of St. John of Jerusalem :— 

Army Ea Sinn, 

26th 1917. 

My Dear Chamberlain,—I left England 
shortly before Christmas to take up the Red 
Cross Commissionership which had become: 


vacant. At that time there was a considerable 
amount of misgivimg and uneasinese in the 
minds of many people in London aa to the 
adequacy of the provision made for. the wel- 
fare of the troops in Mesopotamia, and tas 
ticularly for the care of the sick and wounded. 
It occurs to me that you may care to have the

! , Officers’ Hospital in 
the Gaekwar of Baroda’s house; all of them, 
in the matter of structure, equipment, - 4 
sonnel—indeed, in every ticular—quite 
rate. 1 also saw the work being carried on by 
the Red Cross and Lady Willingdon’s admir- 
able organisations for the supply of comforts 
of every kind to the troops both in India and 
Mesopotamia. I sailed from Bombay to Basrah 
in the hospital ship Madras. I made myeelf 
familiar with all t pp ds made for 
the reception of the sick and wounded and for 
their care in transit. I also saw it loaded 
up at Basrah, and went all round the wards 
when fullon the eve of ite departure for 
Karachi and Bombay. 

Nothmg was left undone that could add to 
the comfort and well-being of the patients 
when on board. 

I spent ten days in Basrah. I went every- 
where and saw everything that there was to 
sco in the way of camps, hospitals, con- 
valescent homes, and public works of every 
kind. 

I received all possible assistance from the 
Inspector-General of Communications and ail 
the military authorities. 

GRATEFUL FOR RED CROSS SERVICES. 

I am glad to say that whithersoever I turned 
my steps | was met by a hearty expression of 
gratitude for the services which the Red Cross 
and the Order of St. John of Jerusalem have 
rendered im various directions. The early ap- 
pearance on the scene of our Red Crose river 
launches was hailed as a perfect Godsend. It 
is no exaggeration to say that, without them, 
the administrative branch of the Medical Ser- 
vice would have been paralysed. In the evacua- 
tion of the wo their help has been in- 
valuable. From the firing lime to the base at 
Basrah there is not a hospital unit afloat or 
ashore to which Red Crosse comforts have not 
been issued with a generous hand. In the dark 
days of defimency in 1915 and 1916 the suffer- 
ings of the sick and wounded were mitigated 
to an incalculable degree by the devoted 
labours of our representatives of the Red Cross 
and Order of St. John im thie country. 

There ia no need for me to recite to you of 
all people the past history of the Mesopotamian 
campaign—the first chapter excellent reading, 
as bright as anyone could wish it to be; the 
second chapter a tale of woe, a chapter of 
failure, of disaster which should have been fore- 
seen, of breakdowns which should have been 
prevented ; a series of black weeks whose dark- 
ness is only relieved by the eplendid patience 
and long-suffering of our sick and wounded, 
and tke heroism and self-devotion of the 
doctors, the nurses, and the staffs of the river 
boats. Now a new chapter is in the writing. 
The story of our faflure is known. Its cause 
is clear enough. The days of muddle are 
ended and order has been evolved out of chace, 
To-day all that human agency can do has been 
and is being done to turn past failures to suc 
cess and prevent future breakdowns in our 
organisation. Communications by road, rail- 
way, and river have been laid out and deve- 
loped on a well-thought-out plan. Facilities 
for the loading and unloading of vessels at 
Basrah of every kind exist on an adequate 
scale. Stores in abundance are available and 
methodically eontrolled, Medical equipment 
has been introduced on a lavish acale, An 
ample water-supply is assured at the base and 
every camp. | 

Sanitation has been taken in hand. An anti- 
fly crusade is being cartied on, though any 
appreciable diminution of the fly plague can 
only be achieved by Herculean effort and after 
long time. The construction of public works— 
houses, stores, electric light plant, cold storage, 
wharfage, docks, roads, and railways-—goes 
merrily on: and on so large a seale and of 
such solidity that it is not surprising if the 
inhabitants of the country interpret our activi- 
ties as denoting a determination on our part 
to remain permanently in Mesopotamia. 

The feeding of the troops from the firing line 
to the base is excellent; and in the Expedi- 
tionary Force canteens there is an abundance 
of provisions. 

From Basra I pursued my way to Shaikh 
Ssad. I was lucky in finding myself in one 
of the “PP” boats of newest design, admir- 
ably adapted for the purpose for which it ie 
wanted—viz., of a ferry t, not a nospital 
hip. 

: Those boate are wanted for the rapid evacua- 
tien of a great number of wounded when 
heavy fighting is going on. What is wanted, 
therefore, is as much clear deck space as pos- 
sible and no “' frills.”’ 

THE NEW “P" BOATS. 

These new “ P ” boats are admirably designed 
for the work. ‘They are adequately staffed and 
equipped with every conceivable comfort. 
Doctors and nursing sisters, medical orderlies 
and ward boys in sufficient numbers to cope 
with any emergency. Shaikh Saad has been the 
“jumping off piace” for troops, stores, and 
ammunition brought up, and for the transfer 
from rail and light vessel to the larger ships 
of sick and wounded going down to the base 
hospitals. Shaikh Saad has at the moment of 
writing two large pitals for British and 
Indiang respectively and a casualty clearing 
station, At the time of my visit a goodly 
number of wounded were coming in both by 
rail and river. The arrangements made for 
their transfer were as good as they could pos- 
sibly be.  Blaborate arrangements exist for 
feeding the wounded all along the line and on 
arrival at rail head, and though for the most 
part the sojourn at this point of the sick and 
wounded is of quite brief duration, the hospi- 
tale and casualty clearing stations are replete 
with every comfort. i ! 

I saw several hundreds of Turkish prisoners, 
and conversed with a few of the rs who 
spoke French, Filthily dirty, ali of them! but 
seemingly well contented with their present lot. 

STORMING OF SANNAIYAT. 


From Shaikh Saad I moved up river to Sandy 
Ridge. I got there on the eve of the storming 
of the Sannaiyat position. iti the bom- 
bardment of the Turkish position, 
then able to visit the i 
trenches, the advaneed dressing 
river side on the left, and some two miles in- 
land on the right, and again further back the 
field ambulances on the left bank of the river.

(Hear, hear.) There never was a time in the 
history of the Churches of the world when ¢o- 
ordination and co-operation were more imper- 
tant than at present, and there never waa a 
time when it was more necessary to diminish 
the expense < eer and to increase ‘the 
amount of production. (Hear, hear.) It was 
necessary that agencies should be concentrated 
on some good work. When there were two or 
three societies. at work people said they were 
interested in one and not in the others; and if 
either of the others were mentioned as the 
object of their solicitude the same answer was 
given. So now they were going to have a three- 
fold cord which would not be quickly broken-— 
the Irish Society, the Irish Church Missions, 
and the Scripture Readers’ Society. He hoped 
the Amalgamated Society would have a pros- 
perous future. (Hear, hear.) The Society's 
object was not to make men and women Pro- 
testant, but to teach them their Father's will, 
if neee , in their mother tongue. And the 
doing of that should never raise animosity 
against those who were doing it in Ireland. If 
any temporal advantage were offered to any 
man for giving up his faith for any other faith, 
that would be a cowardly way of changing his 
religion, and the man who changed his religion 
for temporal advantage would not be of much 
benefit to the Chureh he joined. (Hear, hear.) 
That would be a base form of proselytism, and 
as far as he knew this Society had never de- 
graded itself by trying to induce anybody to 
change his creed for temporal advantage. (Hear, 
hear.)

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JUBILEE OF ST. PHILIP’S 
CHURCH, MILLTOWN, 


-——-—é iss 

The jubilee of 8t, Philip's Church, Milltown, 
Co. Dublin, will be observed on Sunday next, 
for it was on the let of May, 1867-—8t. Philip's 
and St. James's Day—that it was consecrated 
to the glory of God and the use of the newly- 
formed parish of St. Philip taken out of he 
townlands of Milltown and South Rathmines in 
1867. A former, and very much emalier, church 
had existed in the village of Milltown, but as 
the district became more ulous this chapel 
of ease to Bi. Peter's, in the city, grew too 
emall, and was, besides, inconveniently situated 
for the rapidly developing area around Palmers- 
ton Park, which the new church was intended 
to serve, The credit of undertaking eo difficult 
a matter as building the church is chiefly due 
to the family of Hogan, one of whom, Mr. 
Frederick Hogan, became treasurer, and actively 
employed himself in collecting the necessary 
funds. He and other members of his family 
contributed very generously, and spared no 
ains to ensure the eucgmeat ul inping of Bt. 
hilip’s Church. Lord Pal , then Prime 
Minister, gees gave the site in 1864. The 
ehurch, originally intended uo seat 200, was con- 

rated by Arch Trench in 1867, and has 
since been considerably enlarged, in 1878 and 
1679, though its completion has never been ful- 
filled. The select vestry of the parish had, even 
prior to the outbreak of war, considered the 
advisability of adding the spire, thus marking 
their observation of the church's jubilee, but
